unthinkable alternative a few days ago, 
is suddenly a war cry for some and on 
the lips of many after the weekend 
firing of special Watergate prosecutor 
Archibald Cox. 
Members of Congress, away from 
Washington 
for the Veterans 
Day 
holiday, expressed shock and dismay 
at the rapidfire developments that left 
President Nixon in legal limbo and the* 
attorney general and his deputy out of 
their jobs. 
At least 28 members of the House, 
where impeachment proceedings must 
begin, supported initiation of steps to 
remove Nixon from office. Most were 
liberal Democrats, but dozens of others 
in both House and Senate, including 
some ranking Republicans, said im­ 
peachment would now' be given serious 
consideration. 
The first formal steps are expected to 
come Tuesday when Congress returns 
from the long weekend. Several im­ 
peachment resolutions are likely to be 
introduced, and Chairman Peter W. 
Rodino Jr. of the House Judiciary 
Committee will be asked to launch an 
inquiry to determine if grounds for 
impeachment exist. 
White House aides Melvin R. Laird 
and J. Fred Buzhardt sought to dismiss 
the talk, 
predicting that Congress 
would await the outcome of a White 
House compromise plan to release 
p artia l tra n sc rip ts of W atergate- 
related tape recordings authenticated 
by a senior senator. 
It was that plan that precipitated the 
latest Watergate crisis when special 
prosecutor Archibald Cox rejected it, 
saying a summary could not be used as 
evidence in court and his acceptance 
would block further efforts to obtain 
White House documents he needs to 
make his case. 
President Nixon then ordered Atty. 
Gen. Elliot L. Richardson to fire his 
special prosecutor, and Richardson 
resigned rather than comply. The job 
fell to Richardson’s deputy, William D. 
Ruckelshaus. who also refused and was 
fired. 
Solicitor General Robert H. Bork, No. 
I rn command at the Justice Depart­ 
ment, thus became acting attorney 
general and fired Cox. The Watergate 
special 
prosecution 
force 
was 
dissolved. 
Nixon is under federal court order to 
surrender the tapes to U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica for the judge s 
inspection and decision on whether to 
turn them over to a grand jury as 
evidence. Sirica’s order was upheld by 
the U.S Circuit Court of Appeals, and 
Nixon declined to seek a Supreme 
Court review before the order went into 
effect at the end of the week 
Meanwhile, a spokesman for Cox’s 
80-member special prosecution force, 
announced that the team was deter­ 
mined to carry on under the mantle of 
the Justice Department and would 
show up for work Tuesday w ithout Cox. 
But whether the force will be allowed to 
remain apparently is up to Bork, who is 
to announce the future of the Watergate 
probe Tuesday.

Watergate trial judge, whose search 
for the truth about the bizarre burglary 
helped expose the cover-up, looms as a 
major unpredictable factor in Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s moves to end the White 
House tapes controversy. 
U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica 
ordered the President on Aug. 29 to give 
him the tapes subpoenaed by special 
Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox. 
The U.S. Court of Appeals upheld the 
decision and gave Nixon until last 
Friday to obey. 
But the President refused. Instead 
he offered a sum m ary and, when Co> 
rejected the compromise, Nixon firec 
him. 
But that court order remains in force 
with the President, in Cox’s words, “ ir 
noncompliance.” 
Sirica was out of town for the three 
day holiday weekend and not due bael 
in his office until Tuesday. But h( 
called his senior clerk and told him t< 
research all possible approaches to tin 
situation.

Tape sum m ary inadm issable 
as evidence, experts say

Israel and Egypt announced they 
would accept the United Nations 
resolution ( ailing for an in place cease­ 
fire tf)day in the* Middle East fighting. 
The Syrians kept silent but were ex­ 
pect e*d to follow Cairo’s lead in heeding 
the U N. appeal for a halt to the fighting 
on the 17th day of the fourth Arab- 
Israeli war since 1948 
The cease-fire was to be effective at 
12:49 p.m., EDT. 
But as the deadline approached, 
tough fighting was reported near the 
Golan Heights and on the western bank 
of the Suez Canal. 
Syria said its troops were locked in a 
fierce battle with Israelis for control of 
a strategic position on Mt. Hermon 
overlooking the Golan Heights bat- 
tlground. 
Cairo said Egyptian infantry and 
tanks were attacking the Israeli in­ 
vasion force on the western side of the 
canal in an apparent attempt to push 
them back as far as possible before the 
cease-fire hour 
Cairo radio announced four hours 
before the cease-fire deadline that 
Egypt would stop fighting The Isrealis 
agreed to the U.N. proposal hours 
earlier in a statement issued from Tel 
Aviv. 
But both 
sides objected 
to 
proposals in the U.N. resolution dealing 
with the steps to be taken for per­ 
manent settlement. 
S ecretary 
of 
State 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger, meanwhile, flew into Israel 
for talks with Prem ier Golda Meir on 
the cease-fire deal he worked out in 
Moscow over the weekend with Soviet 
Communist party leader Leonid I. 
Brezhnev. 
In addition to a halt in the fighting, 
the resolution calls on the Arabs and 
Israelis for an immediate start toward 
implementation of the 1967 council 
resolution on the Middle East and 
immediate negotiations for a “just and 
durable peace in the Middle E ast.” 
The 1967 resolution calls for Israel to 
withdraw to “secure boundaries” from 
the Arab territories it occupied in the 
1967 war. The Arabs contend that this 
means a withdrawal from all occupied 
territory, while the Israelis have made 
clear that they intend to hold on to cer­ 
tain areas that they consider necessary 
to give them secure boundaries. 
The council action cam e after 
another day of hard tank fighting on 
both sides of the Suez Canal and a 
Syrian report that Israel was trying to 
expand 
its 
lines in 
Syria 
to 
the 
Lebanese border 
Israeli officers claimed that their 
forces in the 17 days of fighting had 
taken 775 more square miles of Arab 
territory, including 475 square miles on 
the west bank of the Suez Canal and 300 
square miles in Syria. They said that 
their army had given up only a strip 
two to four miles wide along the east 
bank of the canal. 
The 
Israelis 
claimed 
that 
their 
bridgehead on the west bank of the 
canal was 19 miles deep and 25 miles 
wide and that their forces destroyed 60 
Egyptian tanks and 32 Arab planes in 
fighting on both sides of the canal 
Sunday. 
Egypt reported “the largest and 
most violent” 
battles, claimed 
its 
forces “ repelled a number of enemy 
counterattacks and gained fresh tracts 
of land east 
of 
the canal,” 
and 
estimated Israeli losses in the fighting 
Sunday at 70 tanks, 40 halftracks, 13 
planes and 12 helicopters. 


On the northern front of the fourth 
Arab-Israeli war, Syria said its forces 
were battling an Israeli force that 
made an airborne landing Sunday 
afternoon on 
Mt. 
Hermon, on the 
border between Syria and Lebanon 
west of the previous Israeli penetration 
into Syria. 


The Syrians also reported tank and 
artillery battles on the main front 
southwest of Damascus and said their 
forces knocked out a total of about 30 
tanks, six bulldozers, three helicopters 
and ll planes. 
Israeli communiques said nothing 
about the Syrian front except to report 
12 Syrian planes and three helicopters 
downed. 
The Arab oil war against the United 
States continued with Dubai, Kuwait, 
Qatar and Bahrain announcing they 
were cutting off oil shipments to the 
United States because of its support of 
Israel This brought to eight the total of 
Arab oil producers banning exports to 
the United States.

Would anything but the Watergate 
tapes themselves or verbatim tran­ 
scripts be accepted in court as evidence 
in any subsequent prosecutions?

Abraham Goldstein, dean of the Yale

rule applies in criminal cases. In the 
Watergate matter, the best evidence is 
the tapes themselves, he said 
But if, for example, the tapes were 
destroyed and the summary was the 
only source of information, then it 
might 
be

evidence*, Goldstein said 
The issue of summary vs. transcript 
vs tape arose after President Nixon 
announced an agreement whereby the 
Senate Watergate committee would 
have 
limited 
access 
to 
tape 
in 
formation 
The White House use ol the word 
“sum m ary" in describing the form in 


which the information would be given 
the committee prompted chairman 
Sam Ervin, I),-N U , to reply “ I would 
not accept anybody's summary of 
anything." Ervin later contacted the 
White House, however, and said he was 
advised that “my interpretation of the 
agreement is identical with that of the 
White House “ 
It still was not clear late Sunday just 
what form the information from the 
tapes would take Presidential adviser 
Melvin R. Laird said there will be “ the 
actual words that were used in the 
particular conversations as they relate 
to this particular case " 
A White House source said “some 
dialogue” doubtless would be included

Harold Korn, a Columbia Law School 
expert on evidence, said a summary

Tho superb quality of American 
medical care at its hest is sometimes 
disappointingly shadowed by our 
society’s failure to assure even 
reasonably good care to many who 
need it. The point has just been 
underscored again bv the appalling 
event reported to Miami's Jackson 
Memorial Hospital 
There, we learn, two of the so 
called ‘‘boarders’' who congregate 
in the hospital’s emergency room for 
lack of a better place to go were 
found dead in their wheelchairs. One 
wire service dispatch said “ it was 
four hours bitore any of the nurses 
and physicians noticed " 
The fault is less that of the over­ 
worked hospital personnel, doub­ 


tless, than of the system under which 
they operate 
For as the above 
m entioned dispatch said, “ The 
deaths (of the two who succumbed 
in their wheelchairs! spotlighted the 
plight of the poor who are too sick to 
live alone and not sick enough to be 
admitted 
to 
the 
hospital " 
One 
cannot escape the irony in that 
phrase, “not sick enough” : one of 
the two died of chronic pulmonary 
disease, the other of a heart attack 
And 
no 
one 
noticed 
because 
everyone was bus> 
with other 
duties; 
that is the thing which 
wrenches the heart 
We dwell upon the episode, not to 
heap calumny 
upon 
the 
Miami 
hospital but lo call attention to a 


situation that is by no means unique 
There is reason to believe a Jackson 
Memorial 
spokesman’s 
comment 
that “this problem exists at big 
public hospitals all over the coun­ 
try.” 
It is a problem of what might be 
called human logistics: indigents in 
need of daily care, though 
not 
hospitalization, may find themselves 
without any immediate recourse but 
to 
wait 
in

hospital 
em ergency room until they can be 
placed in a nursing or boarding 
home. Sometimes it is a long wait 
Sometimes, as in the cases which 
prompted this editorial, the wait is 
forever.

New York's little people 


The New York mayoralty contest this 
year has less than transcendental in­ 
terest, for it is not going to unveil any 
future presidential possibility, but it 
does emphasize 
how 
touchy 
New 
Yorkers have become. 
I know people who don’t dare go out 
of their apartments on the Upper West 
Side after dark, but when State Sen. 
John Marchi, the Republican nominee 
for mayor, takes an ad in the New York 
Times to display the full horror of the 
city’s rapt' and murder statistics, he is 
criticized by a Times editorial writer 
for “irresponsibility in embracing so 
strident and demagogic a campaign 
theme.” 
A lot of New Yorkers who are very 
much in fear of muggers and pick­ 
pockets went along with the Times in 
its reprimand to Marchi for his m an­ 
ners. 
Several days later the Times offered 
its readers a page one story about the 
murder of a 42-year-old musician, 
George Howard Hodge, who was bound 
and 
gagged and then bludgeoned to 
death on the 14th floor of his West End 
Avenue (Upper West Side) apartment 
house. The musician’s wife was also 
beaten up and left unconscious in her 
bedroom. 
THE TIMES REPORTER, an en­ 
terprising news hawk, circled up on the 
brutal story, which was in itself a 
perfect example of what John Marchi 
has been talking about, by interviewing 
a young woman, Stephanie Digby, who 
had been mugged three times in front 
of her Upper West Side home. Miss 
Digby said she was tired of living in 
fear. The murder of the musician did 
not surprise her in the least, for, aside 
from the three muggings she had ex­ 
perienced personally, she had once 
watched helplessly from her window 
while a gang of youths attacked a girl, 
and a crowd looked on with no effort to 
interfere. 
So where does its own reporting leave 
the Times? The paper is a modern 
marvel, a freak sporting two heads. 
Whoever directs its news policy knows 
his business, which is to set a single 
murder in its wider context, using a 
The 
Reeord-Herald 
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resourceful reporter to show how one 
day s violence is part of a general a t­ 
mosphere that makes the Congo look 
idyllic by comparison. 
But in the editorial sanctum of the 
Times voices murmur something about 
the proper place for a Marchi com ­ 
munication about crime being 
the 
letters-to-the-editor column. 
I don't blame John Marchi for being 
angry at the Times. But the sad truth is 
that his campaign against rape and 
muggings doesn’t seem to be taking off. 
New Yorkers may be scared to death to 
live in their city, but they are on the 
defensive about criticism that hurts 
them with outlanders. 
When catcher Johnny Bench of the 
Cincinnati Reds, running to the dugout 
out 
of 
fear 
lest 
the 
New 
York 
“animals” might mob him, sounds off 
against the New York crowds, my 
colleague Pete Hamill, who writes a 
column for the New York Post, comes 
belligerently to the defense of his own 
city. 
The Cincinnati Reds, so he said in 
effect, had it coming to them when the 
left-field bleacherites hurled a lot of 
garbage including an empty whisky 
bottle at the Reds’ Pete Rose. Rose, so 
Hamill observed, was a heavyweight 
(close to 200 pounds), and he had been 
an animal himself to attack the Mets’ 
shortstop, 
w elterw eight 
Bud 
Harrelson, after a confrontation at 
second base. 
HAMILL, 
of course, 
is right: 


heavyweights shouldn’t pick on people 
who have a weight disadvantage of 
more than 50 pounds. But this does not 
excuse the crowds who swarmed over 
the field after the last putout of the 
final playoff game, trampling each 
other to get souvenirs of a victory that 
was only a way station to the World 
Series. 
Johnny Bench’s criticism may have 
been overly harsh when he accused the 
Mets management of recruiting its fans 
in a zoo. But Bench was right when he 
wondered at the inability of the New 
York police to provide protection for 
women, 
children 
and 
Cincinnati 
ballplayers at Shea Stadium. 
The point of Marchi’s attack on 
muggers and rapists was political: he 
was 
prom ising 
to 
bring 
better 
protection to orderly citizens if only he 
could persuade the New York voters to 
install him as John Lindsay's successor 
in City Hall. What Hamill misses in his 
sociological defense of New York is 
that the average New Yorker is a little 
fellow, 
just 
like 
the 
Mets’ 
Bud 
Harrelson. 
The little fellows c a n ’t defend 
themselves against the heavyweights 
of crime who use blunt instruments to 
kill unoffending middle-aged musicians 
in 
their 
own 
a p a rtm e n t 
house 
bedrooms. 
As for the Times, doesn’t it care 
about the city’s Bud Harrelsons? Its 
city editor obviously does, but he 
doesn’t control the editorial page.

It’s sheer guesswork and here it is, I 
guess: 
SUNDAY CBS: “The New Perry 
Mason Show” is doomed to a mid­ 
season demise, having had a weak case 
from the start. 
MONDAY- NHC: “ Lotsa Luck,’’ 
despite a strong start, is having severe 
line troubles. There aren’t enough 
tunny ones. But it’ll go a full season. 
“ Diana’’ won’t. 
TUESDAY—CBS: “ H aw kins” is 
good for as long as Jim m y Stewart 
wants to continue it. “Shaft” will soon 
be led away to the home for retired 
gumshoes. NHC: The only place its 
“Chase” will lead to is the gate, and 
quickly. “ Magician” will pull a fast 
disappearing act. “ Police Story” will 
stay and thrive. 
WEDNESDAY AHC: “ Bob & Carol 
& Ted & Alice,” goodby, good-by, good­ 
by, good-by. “ Doc Elliot” may be a 
weekly show by mid-season if its 
scripts heal. NHC: “Tenafly” had a 
bad start, but has promise and may last 
a season. “Love Story” definitely will, 
even though it’s enough to make you 
cry. CBS: “ Kojak,” airing this week, 
has a class look and will stay a season 
or more. 


THURSDAY—ABC: “Tom a” is in a 
coma, despite a fair start. It’ll be lucky 
to last a season.

The pum pkin 
is 2 ', inches high and 3 inches wide 
The broom stick is 5« , inches high and 
I 1.; inches wide When we say “ high” 
and 
wide

highest and widest points. W ith these 
cutters we managed to achieve IR hats, 
20 owls, 19 cats, 27 pum pkins and 17* 
broom sticks

Many, in fact, can offer proof that 
their paychecks, raises included, buy 
less today than a year ago, And in 
confirmation, a University of Michigan 
consumer survey, 
not 
inclined to 


hyperbole, announced this week: 


Never before iii the 25 years the 
Michigan surveys have been conducted 
has consumer pessimism been so wide­ 
spread.” 
V on can measure the boom in a surge 
of corporate profits and farm income, 
and in healthy advances of industrial 
output, but you cannot identify it in 
slock prices, paychecks, food and, now, 
rn housing. 
In short, the boom was a bust for 
many categories of Americans and 
they feel,quite literally, shortchanged 
I here is enormous disillusionment with 
federal policy. 
The Michigan survey, shows, for 
example, that (iii per cent of respon­ 
dents said they believed Phase 4 
controls would be ineffective in slowing 
inflation Only ti per cent were con­ 
vinced. 
It isn t hard to understand why, with 
tood prices soaring — at wholesale, 
they arc 39 per cent higher than a year 
ago 
and the prices of houses either 
too high for purchase or too expensive 
to finance. 


The reality of housing is a dismal 
one. Time after time Americans have 
found their plans to buy ruined by 
market conditions. On average, every 
three years or so the housing market 
goes into a tailspin. 
The reason is never, pure and simple, 
a lack of demand for good housing. It is 


a money matter Wishes to the con­ 
trary, the American economy operates 
iii cycles of expansion recession. 
That is, every few years the economy 
lends to flirt with inflation and high 
interest rates And when interest rates 
rise you may tie certain that housing 
money will decline. It is lent out 
elsewhere at higher returns. 
One housing solution, or expedient, is 
to buy mobile homes. Ten years ago 
almost notwidy, including manufac­ 
turers, thought the sale of mobiles 
would exceed 500,000 a year. But they 
have, for several years now. 
Sales this year rose IO per cent 
through the first eight months of the 
year, to 420,770 units from 383,650 a 
year earlier. And it experience is a cri­ 
terion, the tougher it gets to buy a 
conventional home, the better for 
mobiles. 


While prices of these and other goods 
and services were rising, wages were 
rising too. But in terms of buying power 
they were declining Profits were rising 
too, but the buying power of corporate 
shares wasn’t. 
Why didn t the stock market boom 
along with profits or, as would be more 
logical, in advance of them? Why, for 
example, were automotive shares 
stuck in a rut when profits were at all- 
time highs? 
If you have the answer you can hire 
yourself out as a consultant. No one 
reason explains all. The auto com­ 
panies 
were 
faced 
with 
many 
technological demands; the stock 
market was in a stage of reconstruc­ 
tion, high interest rates drew money 
from stocks. Those arc three. 
In search of the reasons you’ll almost 
certainly stumble over that old grey 
shadow — the mood, the same mood 
that troubled consumers in 
the 
Michigan survey. 
Even if struck by the boom, it seems 
many Americans just weren’t in the 
mood to revel. There were too many 
distractions and disappointments, and 
so the mood was one usually associated 
with recessions. 
And now, a tired economy might 
match the mood.

It went on quickly and we 
have had no trouble since. 
A neighbor says that this is very 
dangerous to do and that it probably is 
against the law. Who is right? 
A. — Your neighbor is correct in 
saying that there is a certain element 
of danger connected to the operation, 
but only if you do not know exactly how 
to relight the pilot. 


It is unlikely that it is against the law 
in your com m unity. The 
wisest 
procedure is to have your local utility 
company send a man to show you the 
way in which the pilot light should be 
relighted so there is no danger. 
If his method agrees with yours, fine. 
If it doesn’t then do it his way. 


There is another aspect of this 
situation. The pilot light goes out for 
some reason. If, after it goes out, it is 
relit and goes out again, either im­ 
mediately or within a few days, the 
burner must be rechecked.

PERHAPS the most highly volatile

in all of the trade reform 
proposals is the granting of a most 
favored nation trade status to Russia.

and Yoguslavia 
would continue to be 
subject to the higher statutory rates of 
duty, as opposed to the lower rates 
conferred on imports from all other 
countries. 
The bill stipulates that this status can 
only be conferred if the country in 
question recognizes the right of 
emigration. This provision is intended 
to help force an end to Russian sup­ 
pression of Soviet Jews attempting to 
leave the USSR, since the Soviet Union 
is extremely anxious to trade with the 
United States on a most favored nation 
basis. 
Other major provisions in the trade 
reform bill likely to cause extended 
debate are those dealing with import 
relief and adjustment assistance for 
A m erican 
w orkers 
and 
firm s 
threaten ed by im port competiton. 
Besides making it much easier to 
provide relief to domestic industries 
injured by rising imports, the bill would 
also liberalize and increase govern­ 
ment assistance to workers made 
jobless by imports. 
With these issues <fnd others to settle 
both in the House and then in the 
Senate, the final trade reform bill 
probably will not be sent to the 
President until sometime early next 
year.

360 such persons for the top honor.

In the first nine months, 
Goodwill has found jobs for 416 persons, 
SO ahead of its closest competitor in 
Toledo. 
Oestreich attributes the success to an 
aggressive staff, good program s and an 
effective philosophy. 
“ Goodw ill started 70 years ago as an 
em ployer of the handicapped when it 
was difficult,” he said, ’‘But now we 
are m ore in the business of getting 
people on the outside. Our general 
approach is go do as m uch as possible 
to get people jobs on the outside.” 


He said lour full-time staff persons 
“ look all over town” for jobs He said 
they average nearly 50 a month 
Oestreich said the job finders tell 
employers, “ H e re s someone that s 
good for them. They’re not selling the 
idea that if s good to hire the handi 
capped, hilt to hire the person who has 
been rehabilitated and can do a job." 
Oestreich said Goodwill trains people 
lo fix toasters and televisions, repair 
shoes, 
clean 
clothing, 
serve 
food, 
refinish furniture, perform janitorial 
services 
and 
handle 
work 
in 
a 
warehouse or office 
Ile is critical of mental institutions 
that only care for people, but do not 
help them to get along in life 
“The dam n institutions have been 
warehousing people,” he said. "In 15 
years, a person in a hospital doesn't 
know the difference between a h a m ­ 
burger stand and a gas station.” 
He hopes to rem edy that. In the near 
future, he said Goodwill will set up an 
operation at Orient State Hospital, 
south of Columbus to train patients for 
jobs.

With the arrival of fall and winter, a 
camera fan is most inclined to think 
about darkroom work — or about 
setting one up if he doesn’t have one. 
Photography really becomes a per­ 
sonal creative fulfillm ent when you 
process your own film s and make your 
own enlargements. 
Many hobbyists are deterred from 
planning a darkroom because the name 
itself conjures up a separate photo lab 
room with space for special equipment 
and they don’t have that extra space in 
a small home or an apartment. In 
addition,

have

knowledgeable adviser handy who can 
guide them in what equipment they 
need, how to set things up and what to 
do. 
Well, there s help at hand for photo 
fans with these problems. They are 
provided with a step-by-step guide and

To sim plify ex­ 
planations and to add clear visual in­ 
structions, the book includes more than

beginner. 
WE AKE reminded at the outset that 
a darkroom — that is. any working 
area that is absolutely black — is 
needed for only a few moments when 
loading film into a film processing tank 
. . . and it doesn’t require a room. 
Any kind of a handy closet can be 
converted into a temporary darkroom 
for the few' moments that step requires. 
After 
that, 
further 
steps 
in 
film 
processing can 
be carried out in 
daylight or normal room light. 
Making prints and enlargements, 
however, does require adequate space, 
water 
and 
electric 
facilities, 
and 
darkness. Kitchens are usually best for 
that purpose: they have a dry area for 
the enlarger; and water outlets, a sink 
and place for trays for the wet work 
area. 
They also have shelf space for bottles 
of solutions and electric outlets for a 
safelight and the enlarger.

Like any craft, darkroom work often 
calls for specialized gadgets that make 
the work easier or more accurate. . . 
hut are expensive. Hertzberg suggests 
where economy can be applied by 
utilizing handy substitutes at the start 
until the specialized items can be 
acquired. 
For instance, kitchen egg timers or 
kitchen stove timers can be used in­ 
stead of darkroom timers for many 
operations It may not be as convenient 
but it ll get you off and running. 
And a kitchen clock with a large 
sweep second hand is fine for timing 
prints in the developer tray. A kitchen 
heat-resistant measuring vessel is just 
rig h t for m easuring and

A stainless steel spoon or egg beater 


is great for mixing and won’t con­ 
taminate photo chemicals 
WHEN the idea of a home darkroom 
becomes a possibility, you might start 
saving clear glass bottles or containers 
with plastic (not metal) caps in an 
assortment of sizes: pint, quart half­ 
gallon and gallon Glass is best suited 
for storing photo solutions. . . better 
than 
plastic. 
Of 
course, 
thorough 
cleaning is necessary to avoid possible 
contaimination in later use. 
Hertzberg notes that 
clear glass 
bottles have an advantage over amber 
or dark-color bottles because you can 
easily see the contents’ condition and 
how 
much 
you 
have. 
Ifs 
been 
demonstrated that photo solutions may 
deteriorate on exposure to air, not 
light. 
Solutions should therefore fill a bottle 
to the top. then be stoppered tightly. If 
there’s not enough to fill a bottle, it’s 
wiser to fill smaller bottles or add 
replenisher. 
Another suggestion is to filter all 
solutions before use.

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Corporate transfers hit snags

America’s 
largest corporations operate nationally 
ana internationally, and the corporate 
executive often 
must 
bounce from 
place to place around the world. 
Beforecoming to rest in a posh job at 
headquarters, he might have to move 
seven or eight times, landing in a com 
Biunity long enough only to get the kids 
enrolled in school and his wife accepted 
.it the local garden club. 
But resistance is growing. Various 
studies have shown a reluctance among 
younger executives to give their all for 
the company. Many opt instead for less 
corporal# success for more personal 
success 
One ol the latest illustrations of this 
thinking turned up in a survey by a 
moving company, Atlas Van Lines 
The survey, taken inform ally at the 
company’s annual m oving forum , 
showed that about one quarter of the 
corporations questioned were en­ 
countering increasing reluctance by 
employes to intercity transfers. 
The survey didn t zero in on the 
specific reasons why, but it suggested 
that fam ilial motives were dominant. 
The employes were turning dow n more 
money, responsibility and authority. 
The fam ily reasons are not clear cut. 
Studies have shown that many families 
that move together stay together. The 
uprootings cause fam ily members to 
learn to rely on each other and become 
closer. 
Now. a relatively new factor is being 
introduced into the corporate world. It 
is the emancipated housewife who no 
longer is willing to take orders from 
corporate headquarters. 
The 
American 
Management 
Association, which studies and advises 
men on the way up the corporate 
ladder, now recognizes the growing 
competitiveness of the female with the 
corporation.

specialized form of brain surgery used 
in carefully selected cases for the 
alteration of behavior. 
A choice example might be a person 
with violent temper outbursts so un­ 
controlled that they could lead to the 
possibility of murder. 
About 25 years ago, the forerunner of 
modern 
psychosurgery 
was 
an 
operation performed on the frontal lobe 
of the brain. It was intended to alter 
behavior characteristics that kept a 
person from normal social produc­ 
tivity. 
Many thousands of cases underwent 
surgery before it was generally ac­ 
cepted that this pre-frontal lobotomy 
operation did not accomplish its major 
objective. 
Complicated factors — moral, legal, 
religious and scientific — submerged 
the value of this operation, and it was 
virtually discontinued. 
The progress in acquiring knowledge 
of psychosurgery is extremely slow 
because the ethical, legal and con­ 
stitutional rights of patients interfere 
with the choice of the ideal patient and 
the manner with which consent for 
surgery can be obtained. 
The question arises: can a violent 
murderer be forced to submit to an 
operation that may possibly alter his 
subsequent behavior? 
As the mysteries of the brain unfold, 
psychosurgery may yet become a safe 
procedure to convert this type of 
maladjusted person into one who can 
readjust himself to the limits of modern 
society. 
A great deal of experimental work is 
part of the ongoing process in the study 
of psychosurgery. When all the facts 
are in, such procedures may yet be 
beneficial in cases now uncontrolled by 
the drugs that are available. 
THE HUNTING SEASON is on, and 
with it will soon come the despair and 
the heartache of severe injuries and the 
death of hunters. 
The morality of killing animals must 
be established by each individual. If 
hunting is undertaken as a sport or as a 
means of providing necesssary food, 
extreme caution must be the rule in 
order to prevent so many deaths that 
occur yearly. 
A recent newspaper report told of a 
ghastly happening. A mother, teaching 
her young son how to handle a gun, 
accidentally shot and killed him. 
Variations of such accidents occur 
each year All of them can be attributed 
to carelessness. 
The rules of safety are very exact. 
Learning how to load and unload a gun, 
keeping safety catches on, walking 
with a loaded gun, climbing fences, and 
never leaving a gun unattended are 
some of the rules that must be ob­ 
served.

Egypt, Israel agree to U.N. cease-fire resolution 
Kissinger 
flies to 
Tel Aviv 


By TH E ASSOCIATED P R ESS 
Israel and Egypt announced they 
would accept the United Nations 
resolution calling for an in-place cease­ 
fire today in the Middle East fighting. 
The Syrians kept silent but were ex­ 
pected to follow Cairo’s lead in heeding 
the U.N. appeal for a halt to the fighting 
on the 17th day of the fourth Arab- 
Israeli war since 1948. 
The cease-fire was to be effective at 
12:49 p.m., EDT. 
But as the deadline approached, 
tough fighting was reported near the 
Golan Heights and on the western bank 
of the Suez Canal. 
Syria said its troops were locked in a 
fierce battle with Israelis for control of 
a strategic position on Mt. Hermon 
overlooking the Golan Heights bat- 
tlground. 
Cairo said Egyptian infantry and 
tanks were attacking the Israeli in­ 
vasion force on the western side of the 
canal in an apparent attempt to push 
them back as far as possible before the 
cease-fire hour. 
Cairo radio announced four hours 
before the cease-fire deadline that 
• Egypt would stop fighting. The Isrealis 
agreed to the U.N. proposal hours 
earlier in a statement issued from Tel 
Aviv. 
But 
both 
sides 
objected to 
proposals in the U.N. resolution dealing 
with the steps to be taken for per­ 
manent settlement. 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger, meanwhile, flew into Israel 
for talks with Premier Golda Meir on 
the cease-fire deal he worked out in 
Moscow over the weekend with Soviet 
Communist party leader Leonid I. 
Brezhnev. 
In addition to a halt in the fighting, 
the resolution calls on the Arabs and 
Israelis for an immediate start toward 
implementation of the 1967 council 
resolution on the Middle East and 
immediate negotiations for a “ just and 
durable peace in the Middle East.” 
The 1967 resolution calls for Israel to 
withdraw to “ secure boundaries” from 
the Arab territories it occupied in the 
1967 war. The Arabs contend that this 
means a withdrawal from all occupied 
territory, while the Israelis have made 
clear that they intend to hold on to cer­ 
tain areas that they consider necessary 
to give them secure boundaries. 
The council action came after 
another day of hard tank fighting on 
both sides of the Suez Canal and a 
Syrian report that Israel was trying to 
expand 
its 
lines in 
Syria 
to the 
Lebanese border. 
Israeli officers claimed that their 
forces in the 17 days of fighting had 
taken 775 more square miles of Arab 
territory, including 475 square miles on 
the west bank of the Suez Canal and 300 
square miles in Syria. They said that 
their army had given up only a strip 
two to four miles wide along the east 
bank of the canal. 
The 
Israelis 
claimed 
that 
their 
bridgehead on the west bank of the 
canal was 19 miles deep and 25 miles 
wide and that their forces destroyed 60 
Egyptian tanks and 32 Arab planes in 
fighting on both sides of the canal 
Sunday. 


Egypt reported “ the largest and 
most 
violent” 
battles, 
claimed its 
forces “ repelled a number of enemy 
counterattacks and gained fresh tracts 
of land east 
of 
the 
canal,” 
and 
estimated Israeli losses in the fighting 
Sunday at 70 tanks, 40 halftracks, 13 
planes and 12 helicopters. 


On the northern front of the fourth 
Arab-Israeli war, Syria said its forces 
were battling an Israeli force that 
made an airborne landing Sunday 
afternoon on 
Mt. 
Hermon, on the 
border between Syria and Lebanon 
west of the previous Israeli penetration 
into Syria. 


The Syrians also reported tank and 
artillery battles on the main front 
southwest of Damascus and said their 
forces knocked out a total of about 30 
tanks, six bulldozers, three helicopters 
and ll planes. 


Israeli communiques said nothing 
about the Syrian front except to report 
12 Syrian planes and three helicopters 
downed. 


The Arab oil war against the United 
States continued with Dubai, Kuwait, 
Qatar and Bahrain announcing they 
were cutting off oil shipments to the 
United States because of its support of 
Israel. This brought to eight the total of 
Arab oil producers banning exports to 
the United States.

WASHINGTON (A P) — Crippled at 
the top and stunned throughout, the 
Justice Department is stumbling for a 
way out of its gravest upheaval in a 
crisis-ridden year. 
Acting Atty. Gen. Robert H. Bork 
sought first to determine how to handle 
the Watergate prosecution thrust in his 
hands by presidential order. 
The decision, which he promises to 
announce Tuesday, may influence the 
scores of department employes con­ 
sidering resigning in support of Elliot 
L. 
Richardson 
and 
W illiam 
D. 
Ruckelshaus. 
Richardson quit as attorney general 
rather than obey President Nixon’s 
order 
to fire special 
Watergate 
prosecutor 
Archibald 
Cox. 
Ruckelshaus was fired as his deputy for 
defying the same command. 
They 
felt 
to 
fire 
the 
special 
prosecutor would violate a pledge of 
independence made to Cox and the 
Senate. 
Bork then became acting attorney 
general, fired Cox and kept his reasons 
to himself. 
Top-level conferences occupied Bork 
and a number of department officials 
Sunday and were expected to continue 


today, though a government holiday 
allowed most employes the day off. 
Richardson was said to be “ deeply 
disappointed” at the turn of events that 
forced him out of the office he had held 
only 
five 
months 
and 
the 
ad­ 
ministration he had served from the 
beginning. 
He spent Sunday playing tennis with 
friends and sorting out the thoughts he 
planned to discuss publicly, probably at 
a news conference Tuesday.

According to the helicopter crew, 
they sighted the red light near Man­ 
sfield. The helicopter was flying about 
2,500 feet, and the crew at first thought 
the light was a radio tower.

Yanacek yelled to the others: “ The 
light is moving' It’s coming at us.” 
( ’apt Lawrence J Coyne, a veteran 
of 19 years in military flying, grabbed 
the controls and dropped the helicopter 
in a shallow dive 
When the UFO approached, Coyne 
said crew members saw a cigar shaped 
object “ unlike anything produced on 
earth.” 
“ It 
was unreal...with a glowing, 
steady red light on its leading edge A 
hull was at the very top of it, and a 
green light emitted from the rear of the 
craft filled our cabin with a green glow 
“ it was eerie* ” 
Ll. Arnggo I). Je/.zi of Sandusky, the 
copilot, was sitting on the opposite side 
of the helicopter and couldn’t see the 
I IFO approach. But lie heard the others 
describing it. and then he saw it pass 


slightly above the helicopter and move 
off quickly toward the northeast. 
Crew members estimated that the 
object was moving at more than (JOO 
miles per hour, basing their guess on 
the rapid appearance and disap­ 
pearance of the craft.

unthinkable alternative a few days ago, 
is suddenly a war cry for some and on 
the lips of many after the weekend 
firing of special Watergate prosecutor 
Archibald Cox. 
Members of Congress, away from 
Washington for the Veterans 
Day 
holiday, expressed shock and dismay 
at the rapidfire developments that left 
President Nixon in legal limbo and the 
attorney general and his deputy out of 
their jobs. 
At least 28 members of the House, 
where impeachment proceedings must 
begin, supported initiation of steps to 
remove Nixon from office. Most were 
liberal Democrats, but dozens of others 
in both House and Senate, including 
some ranking Republicans, said im­ 
peachment would now be given serious 
consideration. 
The first formal steps are expected to 
come Tuesday when Congress returns 
from the long weekend. Several im­ 
peachment resolutions are likely to be 
introduced, and Chairman Peter W. 
Rodino Jr. of the House Judiciary 
Committee will be asked to launch an 
inquiry to determine if grounds for 
impeachment exist. 
White House aides Melvin R. Laird 
and J. Fred Buzhardt sought to dismiss 
the talk, 
predicting that Congress 
would await the outcome of a White 
House compromise plan to release 
partial transcripts of Watergate- 
related tape recordings authenticated 
by a senior senator. 
It was that plan that precipitated the 
latest Watergate crisis when special 
prosecutor Archibald Cox rejected it, 
saying a summary could not be used as 
evidence in court and his acceptance 
would block further efforts to obtain 
White House documents he needs to 
make his case. 
President Nixon then ordered Atty. 
Gen. Elliot L. Richardson to fire his 
special prosecutor, and Richardson 
resigned rather than comply. The job 
fell to Richardson’s deputy, William D. 
Ruckelshaus, who also refused and was 
fired. 
Solicitor General Robert H. Bork, No. 
J in command at the Justice Depart­ 
ment, thus became acting attorney 
general and fired Cox. The Watergate 
special 
prosecution 
force 
was 
dissolved. 
Nixon is under federal court order to 
surrender the tapes to U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica for the judge’s 
inspection and decision on whether to 
turn them over to a grand jury as 
evidence. Sirica’s order was upheld by 
the U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals, and 
Nixon declined to seek a Supreme 
Court review before the order went into 
effect at the end of the week. 
Meanwhile, a spokesman for Cox’s 
80-member special prosecution force, 
announced that the team was deter­ 
mined to carry on under the mantle of 
the Justice Department and would 
show up for work Tuesday without Cox. 
But whether the force will be allowed to 
remain apparently is up to Bork, who is 
to announce the future of the Watergate 
probe Tuesday.

Tape summary inadmissable 
as evidence, experts say

Would anything but the Watergate 
tapes themselves or verbatim tran­ 
scripts be accepted in court as evidence 
in any subsequent prosecutions? 
Two legal experts say “ no” 
unless 
the tapes cease to exist. 
Law scholars who were asked the 
question following the weekend’s 
Watergate developments agreed that a 
summary of the 
tapes 
would 
be 
rejected under the “ best of evidence” 
rule. 
Abraham Goldstein, dean of the Yale 
Law School, and an authority on 
evidence, said the “ best of evidence” 
rule applies in criminal cases. In the 
Watergate matter, the best evidence is 
the tapes themselves, he said 
But if, for example, tho tapes were 
destroyed and the summary was the 
only source of information, then it 
might 
be 
legally 
admissible 
as 
evidence, Goldstein said 
The issue of summary vs. transcript 
vs tape arose after President Nixon 
announced an agreement whereby the 
Senate Watergate committee would 
have

The White House use of the word 
“ summary” in describing the form in 


which the information would be given 
the committee prompted chairman 
Sam Ervin, I) NC., to reply “ I would 
not accept anybody’s summary of 
anything.” Ervin later contacted the 
White House, however, and said he was 
advised that “ my interpretation of the 
agreement is identical with that of the 
White House ” 
It still was not clear late Sunday just 
what form the information from the 
tapes would take Presidential adviser 
Melvin R. Laird said there will be “ the 
actual words that were used in the

Permanent daylight saving 
time championed by solons 


W ASH IN GTO N (AH) — The prospect 
of widespread fuel shortages has given 
new currency to an old idea — year 
round daylight savings time. But it’s 
not likely anyone will be able to sell it in 
time for the coming winter. 
An extra hour of daylight at the end 
of the short winter days would cut down 
on the use of lighting, resulting in 
"substantial 
energy 
savings,” says 
Rep. Silvio O. Conte, R Mass., the 
latest legislative champion of year- 
‘round DST. 
But there are those, including the 
Nixon administration, who disagree, 
making passage of a year round DST 
bill 
during 
the current session 
of 
Congress doubtful 
The bill certainly 
will not lie approved before everybody 
sets their clocks back one hour on Oct. 
28 
The Department of Transportation 
recently concluded that “ the institution 
of year ‘round daylight savings time 
would reduce nationwide demand for 
electricity by not more than one to two 
per cent, 
DOT said, the demand for electricity 
is principally dependent on electrical 
gadgets which are operated regardless 
of how bright the sun is shining 


The nation went to year ‘round DST 
in an effort to save electricity during 
World War II, but DOT noted that that 
was before electric toothbrushes and 
pencil sharpeners. 


Great Britain tried it for three years 
ending in 1971 and found a reduction of 
nearly four per cent in the number of 
serious traffic accidents. But DOT said 
there is insufficient data to enable it to 
determine 
whether 
similar 
results 
could be achieved here. 


The Department of Justice says 
there’s no way of telling what effect a 
later sunset would have on crime, 
although it suggested that would-be fel­ 
ons might simply postpone their ac­ 
tivities until a darker hour. 


The problem of sending children to 
school while it s still dark, could be 
eliminated by .starting classes an hour 
or so later, DOT said. 
The controversy traditionally has

LOS ANGELES (AP) — On Oct. I, 
1973, a new Mafia production began on 
the shores of Lake Tahoe, where the 
Sierra 
scenery 
combines 
with 
the 
glittering facades of huge gambling 
casinos. 
It was the beginning of “ The God­ 
father, Part II,’’ Paramount’s attempt 
for an added rakeoff from the most 
successful movie of all time. 
Like the M afia’s operations, the 
making of the movie is being conducted 
in secret. Paramount President Frank 
Yablans has ordered no publicity for 
the duration of film ing, a device which 
sometimes creates more excitement 
for a movie, sometimes apathy. 
There is an inevitable letdown for 
any movie sequel, since such film s are 
aimed at cashing in on the success of 
the original. And one m ajor element 
w ill be lacking in the redo of “ The 
Godfather” — Marlon Brando. 
Francis Ford Coppola, who directed 
and coauthored “ The G od fa th e r,’ ’ 
wanted desperately to have Brando 
appear in the sequel. How would that be 
possible, since Brando as Don Corleone 
died in the first film ? 
“ I ’ve got a very simple device of 


using M arlon.” said Coppola during the 
script w riting stages of the second film . 
“ I w ill have two parallel stories, one 
showing Michael Corleone in the 1960s, 
running the fam ily from Las Vegas, the 
other a flashback to Don Corleone 
during his period of establishing his 
power as head of the Fam ily. The two 
stories would alternate throughout the 
picture.” 
When Coppola finished the script, he 
still hoped that Brando would consent 
to return as Don Corleone, this tim e 
playing the character at Brando’s own 
age instead of having to stuff his cheeks 
with cotton and gray his hair. 
“ From a strictly financial stand­ 
point, I think M arlon should do it,” said 
Coppola. “ How else can an actor pick 
up $2 milIion-$3 m illion for a few weeks’ 
w ork?” 
U n fo rtu n a te ly for the d ire c to r, 
Brando wasn’t swayed by the financial 
lures. When Paramount sought him for 
a return, he made the company an offer 
it couldn’t accept. 
It was reported that he wanted $2 
m illion salary plus IO per cent of gross 
receipts. No sale. 
Paramount solved its dilemma by 
casting a relative newcomer as the 
young Don Corleone. He is Robert De 


Niro, a 28-year-old New Yorker whose

of the tough-jawed, 
broad-nosed quality of Brando. 
De Niro started acting at IO as the* 
cowardly lion in an acting school 
production of “ The Wizard of Oz.” By

A nother View 


And no one noticed 


The superb quality of American 
medical care at its best is sometimes 
disappointingly shadowed by our 
society’s failure to assure even 
reasonably good care to many who 
need it. The point has just been 
underscored again by the appalling 
event reported to Miam i’s Jackson 
Memorial Hospital. 
There, we learn, two of the so­ 
called “ boarders" who congregate 
in the hospital’s emergency room for 
lack of a better place to go were 
found dead in their wheelchairs. One 
wire service dispatch said “ it was 
four hours before any of the nurses 
and physicians noticed " 
The fault is less that of the over­ 
worked hospital personnel, doub­ 


tless. than of the system under which 
they operate. For as the above 
mentioned dispatch said, “ The 
deaths (of the two who succumbed 
in their wheelchairs' spotlighted the 
plight of the poor who are too sick to 
live alone and not sick enough to be 
admitted 
to 
the 
hospital.” 
One 
cannot escape the irony in that 
phrase, “ not sick enough": one of 
the two died of chronic pulmonary 
disease, the other of a heart attack 
And 
no 
one 
noticed 
because 
everyone was busy with other 
duties; 
that is the thing which 
wrenches the heart. 
We dwell upon the episode, not to 
heap calumny 
upon 
the 
Miami 
hospital but to call attention to a 


situation that is by no means unique. 
There is reason to believe a Jackson 
Memorial 
spokesman’s 
comment 
that “ this problem exists at big 
public hospitals all over the coun­ 
try." 


It is a problem of what might be 
called human logistics, indigents in 


need of daily care, though not 
hospitalization, may find themselves 


without any immediate recourse but 
to 
wait 
in 
a 
public 
hospital 
emergency room until they can be 
placed in a nursing or boarding 
home. Sometimes it is a long wait. 
Sometimes, as in the cases which 
prompted this editorial, the wait is 
forever.

New York’s little people 


The New York mayoralty contest this 
year has less than transcendental in­ 
terest, for it is not going to unveil any 
future presidential possibility, but it 
does 
emphasize 
how' 
touchy 
New' 
Yorkers have become. 
I know people who don’t dare go out 
of their apartments on the Upper West 
Side after dark, but when State Sen. 
John Marchi, the Republican nominee 
for mayor, takes an ad in the New York 
Times to display the full horror of the 
city’s rape and murder statistics, he is 
criticized by a Times editorial writer 
for “ irresponsibility in embracing so 
strident and demagogic a campaign 
theme.” 
A lot of New Yorkers who are very 
much in fear of muggers and pick­ 
pockets went along with the Times in 
its reprimand to Marchi for his man­ 
ners. 
Several days later the Times offered 
its readers a page one story about the 
murder of a 42-year-old musician, 
George Howard Hodge, who was bound 
and 
gagged and then bludgeoned to 
death on the 14th floor of his West End 
Avenue (Upper West Side) apartment 
house. The musician’s wife was also 
beaten up and left unconscious in her 
bedroom. 
TH E T IM ES R E P O R T E R , an en­ 
terprising news hawk, circled up on the 
brutal story, which was in itself a 
perfect example of what John Marchi 
has been talking about, by interviewing 
a young woman, Stephanie Digby, who 
had been mugged three times in front 
of her Upper West Side home. Miss 
Digby said she was tired of living in 
fear. The murder of the musician did 
not surprise her in the least, for, aside 
from the three muggings she had ex­ 
perienced personally, she had once 
watched helplessly from her window 
while a gang of youths attacked a girl, 
and a crowd looked on with no effort to 
interfere. 
So where does its own reporting leave 
the Times? The paper is a modern 
marvel, a freak sporting two heads. 
Whoever directs its news policy knows 
his business, which is to set a single 
murder in its wider context, using a 
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resourceful reporter to show how' one 
day’s violence is part of a general at­ 
mosphere that makes the Congo look 
idyllic by comparison. 
But in the editorial sanctum of the 
Times voices murmur something about 
the proper place for a Marchi com­ 
munication about crime being 
the 
letters-to-the-editor column. 
I don’t blame John Marchi for being 
angry at the Times. But the sad truth is 
that his campaign against rape and 
muggings doesn’t seem to be taking off. 
New Yorkers may be scared to death to 
live in their city, but they are on the 
defensive about criticism that hurts 
them with outlanders. 
When catcher Johnny Bench of the 
Cincinnati Reds, running to the dugout 
out 
of 
fear 
lest 
the 
New 
York 
“ animals" might mob him, sounds off 
against the New York crowds, my 
colleague Pete Hamill, who writes a 
column for the New York Post, comes 
belligerently to the defense of his own 
city. 
The Cincinnati Reds, so he said in 
effect, had it coming to them when the 
left-field bleacherites hurled a lot of 
garbage including an empty whisky 
bottle at the Reds’ Pete Rose. Rose, so 
Hamill observed, was a heavyweight 
(close to 200 pounds), and he had been 
an animal himself to attack the Mets’ 
shortstop, 
welterweight 
Bud 
Harrelson, after a confrontation at 
second base. 
H A M ILL , of course, 
is 
right: 


heavyweights shouldn’t pick on people 
who have a weight disadvantage of 
more than 50 pounds. But this does not 
excuse the crowds who swarmed over 
the field after the last put-out of the 
final playoff game, trampling each 
other to get souvenirs of a victory that 
was only a way station to the World 
Series. 
Johnny Bench’s criticism may have 
been overly harsh when he accused the 
Mets management of recruiting its fans 
in a zoo. But Bench was right when he 
wondered at the inability of the New 
York police to provide protection for 
women, 
children 
and 
Cincinnati 
ballplayers at Shea Stadium. 
The point of Marchi’s attack on 
muggers and rapists was political: he 
was 
promising 
to 
bring 
better 
protection to orderly citizens if only he 
could persuade the New York voters to 
install him as John Lindsay’s successor 
in City Hall. What Hamill misses in his 
sociological defense of New York is 
that the average New Yorker is a little 
fellow, 
just 
like 
the 
Mets’ 
Bud 
Harrelson. 
The little fellows can’t defend 
themselves against the heavyweights 
of crime who use blunt instruments to 
kill unoffending middle-aged musicians 
in 
their 
own 
apartment 
house 
bedrooms. 
As for the Times, doesn’t it care 
about the city’s Bud Harrelsons? Its 
city editor obviously does, but he 
doesn’t control the editorial page.

If you are planning to bake cookies 
for a youngster’s Halloween party, or 
to give to neighborhood doorbell 
ringers as a treat, you might like to use 
the following recipe. 


We chose this recipe because it is 
made with peanut butter, a flavor that 
children favor, and because although 
these cookies are thin, they are not 
fragile. A 
friend who lives in the 
country took some home for her two 
sons and reported that 
even the 
broomstick shapes, with their thin 
handles, arrived without a crack. 


lo shape the cookies we borrowed a 
set of Halloween cutters from another 
friend. These come five to a box in bat, 
owl, cat, pumpkin and the broomstick 
shape. Our friend tells us she bought 
the cutters in a variety or hardware 
store — she can’t remember which! 
The bat shape is 2 inches high and 4 
inches wide. The owl is 3 inches high 
and 11 /2 inches wide. The cat is 3 inches 
high and 2V2 inches wide. The pumpkin 
is 2Vz inches high and 3 inches wide 
The broomstick is 5Vi inches high and 
I'ii inches wide. When we say “high” 
and “wide’ we mean of course at the 
highest and widest points. With these 
cutters we managed to achieve 18 bats, 
20 owls, 19 cats, 27 pumpkins and 17* 
broomsticks — over 8 dozen cookies in 
all. 


The reason we give you these details 
is that if you haven’t a set of Halloween 
cutters or can’t acquire one, you may 
want to cut 
the shapes out of card­ 
board, flour them and cut around them 
on the cookie dough. 


HALLOWEEN COOKIES 
3 cups flour, stir to aerate before 
measuring 


l 2 teaspoon salt 
V2 teaspoon baking powder 
V\ teaspoon baking soda 
l/4 teaspoon cloves 
I teaspoon ginger 
I teaspoon cinnamon 


x/2 cup butter or margarine 
V2 cup creamy peanut butter 
2-3rds cup sugar 
I egg 
4 cup molasses. 


HALLOWEEN COOKIES — Made with peanut butter, this treat was 
designed for youngsters. Oldsters may be interested to know that the can in 
the picture, used as a flower holder, was a container for peanut butter in the 
late 1920’s and ‘30’sand that similar cans are now collected. 


On wax paper thoroughly stir 
together flour, salt, baking powder, 
baking soda, cloves, ginger and cin­ 
namon. 


In a large mixing bowl cream butter, 
peanut butter and sugar. Add egg and 
molasses and beat until blended. Add 
flour mixture and beat until blended. 
Chill dough, covered, until firm enough 
to roll — about I hour. Dough may be 
chilled longer; it keep for weeks in the 
refrigerator. 


Cut dough into fourths and work with 
Va at a time, keeping remaining por­ 
tions in the refrigerator. 
On a floured pastry cloth, with a 
floured stockinet-covered rolling pin, 
roll out one portion of the dough as thin 
as possible — about I — 16-inch thick. 
With flour cutters, cut into desired 
shapes. 
Place 
Va-inch 
a p a rt on 
ungreased cookie sheets. 
Bake in a preheated 350-degree oven 
until lightly browned around the edges 
— 6 to 7 minutes. 
Yield will depend on the size of the 
cutters used.

Consumers on short 
end of business boom 
By JOHN CUNNIFF 
Al* Business Analyst 
NKW VOUK (AP) 
As economic 
forecasters gradually reach a con­ 
sensus thai the boom of the past two 
years is about to become an echo, mil­ 
lions ot Americans are* inclined to ask 
What boom? 
For them, the boom was more like 
the distant thunder of an event that 
might have occurred somewhere, but 
certainly 
not 
in 
their 
households 
Somebody might have benefited, but 
(hey didn’t. 
Many, in fact, can offer proof that 
their paychecks, raises included, buy 
less today than a year ago. And in 
confirmation, a University of Michigan 
consumer 
survey, 
not 
inclined 
to 
hyperbole, announced this week: 
'Never before in the 25 years the 
Michigan surveys have been conducted 
has consumer pessimism been so wide­ 
spread.” 
\ ou can m easure the boom in a surge 
of corporate profits and farm income, 
and in healthy advances of industrial 
output, but you cannot identify it in 
stock prices, paychecks, food and, now, 
in housing. 
In short, the boom was a bust for 
many categories of Americans and 
they feel, quite literally, shortchanged. 
There is enormous disillusionment with 
federal policy. 
The Michigan survey, shows, for 
example, that 66 per cent of respon­ 
dents said they believed Phase 4 
controls would be ineffective in slowing 
inflation. Only ti per cent were con­ 
vinced. 
It isn’t hard to understand why, with 
food prices soaring — at wholesale, 
they are 39 per cent higher than a year 
ago —- and the prices of houses either 
too high for purchase or too expensive 
to finance. 
The reality of housing is a dismal 
one. Time after time Americans have 
found their plans to buy ruined by 
market conditions. On average, every 
three years or so the housing market 
goes into a tailspin. 
The reason is never, pure and simple, 
a lack of demand for good housing. It is 


a money matter. Wishes to the con­ 
trary, the American economy operates 
in cycles of expansion-recession. 
That is, every few years the economy 
tends to flirt with inflation and high 
interest rates. And when interest rates 
rise you may be certain that housing 
money will decline. It is lent out 
elsewhere at higher returns. 
One housing solution, or expedient, is 
to buy mobile homes. Ten years ago 
almost nobody, including manufac­ 
turers, thought the sale of mobiles 
would exceed 5(X),0()() a year. But they 
have, for several years now. 
Sales this year rose IO per cent 
through the first eight months of the 
year, to 420,770 units from 383,650 a 
year earlier. And if experience is a cri­ 
terion, the tougher it gets to buy a 
conventional home, the 
better 
for 
mobiles. 
While prices of these and other goods 
and services were rising, wages were 
rising too. But in terms of buying power 
they were declining. Profits were rising 
too, but the buying power of corporate 
shares wasn’t. 
Why didn’t the stock market boom 
along with profits or, as would be more 
logical, in advance of them? Why, for 
exam ple, were autom otive shares 
stuck in a rut when profits were at all- 
time highs? 
If you have the answer you can hire 
yourself out as a consultant. No one 
reason explains all. The auto com­ 
panies 
were 
faced 
with 
m any 
technological dem ands; the stock 
market was in a stage of reconstruc­ 
tion, high interest rates drew money 
Irom stocks. Those are three. 
In search of the reasons you’ll almost 
certainly stumble over that old grey 
shadow — the mood, the same mood 
that 
troubled 
consum ers 
in 
the 
Michigan survey. 
Even if struck by the boom, it seems 
many Americans just weren’t in the 
mood to revel. There were too many 
distractions and disappointments, and 
so the mood was one usually associated 
with recessions. 
And now, a tired economy might 
match the mood.

prices for meat this year are biting 
deeper into the nation’s dwindling flock 
of sheep and lambs, adding fuel to a 
downward trend which has persisted in 
the industry for many years, according 
to Agriculture Department experts. 
“Sheepmen shipped an unusually 
large number of ewes to slaughter 
during the first eight months of 1973, 
with most of the increase coming in late 
spring and summer,” the department 
said in a new Livestock and Meat 
Situation report. 
Normally, about 93 per cent of the 
slaughter is comprised of lambs and 
yearlings with the remaining seven per 
cent coming from the ewe flock. But 
that proportion has not prevailed this 
year, due partly to higher market 


prices which have attracted sale ot 
sheep — the mature animals 
which 
might have been kept for breeding 
"Sheep accounted for 14 per cent cf 
total federally inspected slaughter iii 
July, 
representing 
the 
largest 
proportion since October 1952,” th* 
report said. "Drought conditions in the 
Northwest contributed to the Boiloff 
Prices of fed slaughter lambs on th*- 
San Angelo, Tex., market were abote 
$33.50 per IOO pounds last January and 
rose to nearly $46 by early March

Q. — Part of our bathroom wall has 
ceramic tiles on it. A few of them have 
become loose. Is there any special 
cement needed to retighten them or 
any special technique required?

floor and split. Scrape all old cement 
from the wall and the back of the tile. 
Resecure the tile with an adhesive 
made especially for ceramic tiles. It

In applying 
the 
adhesive, do so only on the back of the 
tile and not too close to the edges. 
Press the tile into place carefully. 
You may have to buy some grout to fill 
in the spaces between tiles. You can 
buy it where you get the adhesive. 


Q. — Please settle an argument. The 
pilot light on our gas-fired burner went 
out recently for some reason. I relit it, 
using a piece of paper tied to a long 
metal rod so that I could reach inside 
the burner. It went on quickly and we 
have had no trouble since. 
A neighbor says that this is very 
dangerous to do and that it probably is 
against the law. Who is right? 
A. — Your neighbor is correct in 
saying that there is a certain element 
of danger connected to the operation, 
but only if you do not know exactly how 
to relight the pilot. 


It is unlikely that it is against the law 
in your com m unity. The w isest 
procedure is to have your local utility 
company send a man to show you the 
way in which the pilot light should be 
relighted so there is no danger. 
If his method agrees with yours, fine. 
If it doesn’t then do it his way. 


There is another aspect of this 
situation. The pilot light goes out for 
some reason. If, after it goes out, it is 
relit and goes out again, either im­ 
mediately or within a few days, the 
burner must be rechecked.

The Ohio House last session approved 
the amendment, but it later was killed 
in the Senate Elections Committee. 


Rep. 
Michael 
Stinziano, 
D-30 
Columbus, the prime sponsor of the 
ERA ratification resolution, believes a 
switch in the AFL-CIO position would 
swing the balance of power in the com­ 
mittee enough for approval. 


“The House and Senate hearings 
attracted only one credible opponent to 
the ERA, and that was the Ohio AFL- 
CIO,” Stinziano said.

WASHINGTON - Since 
the last 
major trade negotiations concluded six 
years ago, the world trade picture has 
changed dramatically. For the United 
States, these shifts in the world market 
have taken, if anything, a particularly 
negative course. 
A m erican 
goods 
have 
been 
disciminated against overseas; 
the 
balance between imports and exports 
has vastly altered; the dollar has been 
devalued more than once and the U.S. 
has become much more dependent on 
overseas oil. 
None of these factors has augered 
well for the economy of this country, 
and many of them have had a great 
deal to do with out increasing inflation. 
During these sam e six years, the 
United States has been without trade 
agreement legislation and has thus 
lacked clear, agreed-upon guidelines to 
rectify 
and 
strengthen 
our 
in­ 
ternational trade position. President 
Nixon recently emphasized the need for 
new trade reform legislation in his 
special State of the Union M essage to 
Congress and urged action on such 
proposals before the end of this season. 
AFTER 
MANY 
MONTHS 
of 
exhaustive 
in vestigation 
and 
deliberation, 
the 
House 
Ways and 
Means Committee reported a m assive 
trade reform bill to the House earlier 
this month. Essentially the legislation 
would give the President wide-ranging 
authority to negotiate away various 
tariffs and non-tariff barriers to trade 
such as import quotas, product stan­ 
dards and labeling requirements. 
The President could also provide 
certain relief to dom estic industries or 
workers injured by rising imports and 
would be able to take certain corrective 
actions against unfair trade practices 
of other nations or when the U.S. is 
running a large balance of payments 
deficit. 
Many of 
the 
provisions 
in 
this 
complex legislation are highly con­ 
troversial, however, and there is sure 


to be considerable debate on them 
when the House considers the bill later 
this month. 
One area of contest concerns just how- 
much Presidential authority should be 
given, even though this trade reform 
bill 
contains 
provisions 
for 
congressional consultation and 
sur­ 
veillance of both negotiations of trade 
agreements and of operations under 
them. 


PERHAPS the most highly volatile 
issue 
in 
all 
of 
the trade 
reform 
proposals is the granting of a most 
favored nation trade status to Russia. 
Without it. Russia — as is the case with 
all Communist countries except Poland 
and Yoguslavia 
would continue to be 
subject to the higher statutory rates of 
duty, as opposed to the lower rates 
conferred on imports from all other 
countries. 
The bill stipulates that this status can 
only be conferred if the country in 
question recogn izes the right of 
emigration. This provision is intended 
to help force an end to Russian sup­ 
pression of Soviet Jews attempting to 
leave the USSR, since the Soviet Union 
is extrem ely anxious to trade with the 
United States on a most favored nation 
basis. 
Other major provisions in the trade 
reform bill likely to cause extended 
debate are those dealing with import 
relief and adjustment assistance for 
A m erican 
w orkers 
and 
firm s 
threatened by im port com petiton. 
Besides making it much easier to 
provide relief to domestic industries 
injured by rising imports, the bill would 
also liberalize and increase govern­ 
ment assistance 
to workers 
made 
jobless by imports. 
With these issues sfnd others to settle 
both in the House and then in the 
Senate, the final trade reform bill 
probably will 
not 
be sent 
to 
the 
President until sometime early next 
vear. 
Plant ills bring call for strike 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Workers 
at Columbus Coated Fabrics were to 
vote today on whether to strike the 
plant where several em ployes have 
been stricken with a nerve ailment. 
Corwin Smith, president of Local 483 
of 
the 
Textile 
Workers 
Union 
of 
America, said he should know by today 
if the international union will authorize 
a walkout. 
“We are asking for the strike because 
of imminent danger to the health of our 
members. The action will be requested 
because of further delays by gov­ 
ernment agencies,” Smith said. 


He referred to a federal court order 
last week blocking a hearing by the 
Ohio 
Industrial 
C om m ission 
to 
determine the cause of the malady, 
called peripheral neuropathy. 
Smith said of the plant’s 950 em ­ 
ployes, eight have been crippled and 57 
have shown clinical symptoms of the 
ailment. 
The union claim s cause of the disease 
has not been determined. Plant of­ 
ficials say adequate steps have been 
taken to make the facility safe.

DAYTON 
Continuing rising costs 
rn supplying energy to custom ers has 
caused a significant drop in earnings 
for the Dayton Power and Light Co. 
In its third quarterly report, earnings 
tor the third quarter of 1973 were listed 
28 cents per share of com m on stock 
based on a greater number of average 
shares outstanding when compared to 
32 cents per share on a sm aller number 
of average shares outstanding for the 
corresponding quarter of 1972. 
Operating revenues for the third 
quarter of 1973 were $48,563,000 and for 
the same 
period 
last 
year 
were 
$44,849,(HH). 
“Expenses have been increasing,” 


said M. T. Lewis, vice president and 
treasurer for DP&L. "For exam ple, 
interest costs IO years ago were about 
$5 million and that increased to over $19 
million last year,” said Lewis. DP&L 
will alm ost double its entire system 
investment during the next five years 
by spending over a half billion dollars 
in new facilities to m eet custom ers’ 
electric energy requirem ents. 
“ Maintaining a good earnings pic­ 
ture is essential to attract investors,” 
said Lewis. “ If our earnings are not 
adequate our securities would not be as 
attractive to investors and then we 
could have problems in raising money 
to build the needed facilities to keep up 


with the customers’ demands. 
The decline in earnings has forced 
DP&L to seek rate relief with the 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio. 
The company's first electric rate in­ 
crease was just approved by the PUCO 
but will not go into effect for at least 
another month. 


With the price of chicken on the rise, 
chicken growers are keeping an eye on 
an experiment in which French 
breeders succeeded in producing dwarf 
pullets, whose birdlike appetites 
sharply cut feed costs at the same time 
the tiny hens produce normal-sized 
chicks to be fattened for marketing.

“As a result, som e products or some 
sizes pf products a re in extremely 
search supply. C ustom ers are having to 
change specifications on steel to better 
match what's available from mills.” 
It added that custom ers also are 
reducing the num ber of their suppliers 
and consolidating orders for one or two 
mills to match the m ills’ desire to make 
long runs. 
“With demand for steel continuing to 
far exceed ability to m ake it, mills are 
running

highest level possible,” Industry Week 
said. 
It estimated raw steel production last 
week at 2,890,000 net tons compared 
with 2,882,000 tons the preceding week. 
The price of scrap, a raw material for 
steelmaking, held steady last week 
after climbing for seven consecutive 
weeks.

Guidrey said the firm is diversifying 
its product line, with development of a 
bicycle transmission. Even so, he said, 
Tokheim has had to cut both the hourly 
and salaried work forces.

“But on the next job, he will probably 
stick,” Oestreich confidently said. 
He should know. While at Goodwill, 
the 34-year-old director has helped a lot 
of people turn the corner toward im­ 
proved self-esteem and gainful em ­ 
ployment. 
In fact, Goodwill of Central Ohio 
leads all the 152 organizations in the 
country in training and placement of 
handicapped persons. 
In 1972, the local organization placed 
360 such persons for the top honor. 
Goodwill has surpassed that number 
this year. In the first nine months, 
Goodwill has found jobs for 416 persons, 
50 ahead of its closest competitor in 
Toledo. 
Oestreich attributes the success to an 
aggressive staff, good programs and an 
effective philosophy. 
“Goodwill started 70 years ago as an 
employer of the handicapped when it 
was difficult,” he said. “But now we 
are more in the business of getting 
people on the outside. Our general 
approach is go do as much as possible 
to get people jobs on the outside.” 


He said four full-time staff persons 
“look all over town” for jobs. He said 
they average nearly 50 a month. 
Oestreich said the job finders tell 
employers, "Here’s someone that’s 
good for them. They’re not selling the 
idea that it’s good to hire the handi­ 
capped, but to hire the person who has 
been rehabilitated and can do a job.” 
Oestreich said Goodwill trains people 
to fix toasters and televisions, repair 
shoes, 
clean 
clothing, 
serve 
food, 
refinish furniture, perform janitorial 
services 
and 
handle 
work 
in 
a 
warehouse or office. 
He is critical of mental institutions 
that only care for people, but do not 
help them to get along in life. 
“The damn institutions have been 
warehousing people,” he said. “In 15 
years, a person in a hospital doesn’t 
know the difference between a ham­ 
burger stand and a gas station.” 
He hopes to remedy that. In the near 
future, he said Goodwill will set up an 
operation at Orient State Hospital, 
south of Columbus to train patients for 
jobs.

Many hobbyists are deterred from 
planning a darkroom because the name 
itself conjures up a separate photo lab 
room with space for special equipment 
and they don’t have that extra space in 
a small home or an apartment.

guide them in what equipment they 
need, how to set things up and what to 
do. 
Well, there’s help at hand for photo 
fans with these problems. They are

W E A R E reminded at the outset that 
a darkroom — that is, any working 
area that is absolutely black — is 
needed for only a few moments when 
loading film into a film processing tank 
. . . and it doesn’t require a room. 
Any kind of a handy closet can be 
converted into a temporary darkroom 
for the few moments that step requires. 
After 
that,

Hertzberg suggests 
where economy can be applied by 
utilizing handy substitutes at the start 
until the specialized items can be 
acquired. 
For instance, kitchen egg timers or 
kitchen stove timers can be used in­ 
stead of darkroom timers for many 
operations. It may not be as convenient 
but it ll get you off and running. 
And a kitchen clock with a large 
sweep second hand is fine for timing 
prints in the developer tray. A kitchen 
heat-resistant measuring vessel is just 
right 
for measuring and mixing 
solutions which require hot water for 
easier dissolving. 
A stainless steel spoon or egg beater 


is great for mixing and won’t con­ 
taminate photo chemicals. 
WHEN' the idea of a home darkroom 
becomes a possibility, you might start 
saving clear glass bottles or containers 
with plastic (not metal) caps in an 
assortment of sizes: pint, quart half­ 
gallon and gallon. Glass is best suited 
for storing photo solutions. . . better 
than 
plastic. 
Of 
course, 
thorough 
cleaning is necessary to avoid possible 
contaimination in later use. 
Hertzberg notes that clear glass 
bottles have an advantage over amber 
or dark-color bottles because you can 
easily see the contents’ condition and 
how 
much 
you 
have. 
It ’s

demonstrated that photo solutions may 
deteriorate on exposure to air, not 
light. 
Solutions should therefore fill a bottle 
to the top, then be stoppered tightly. If 
there’s not enough to fill a bottle, it’s 
wiser to fill smaller bottles or add 
replenisher. 
Another suggestion is to filter all 
solutions before 
use. 
It’s done by 
pouring the solution through a cotton 
ball in a funnel into a clean glass 
container.

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Corporate transfers hit snags

N EW YORK 
(A P ) 
Am erica’s 
largest corporations operate nationally 
and internationally, and the corporate 
executive often 
must 
bounce from 
place to place around the world. 
Before coming to rest in a posh job at 
headquarters, he might have to move 
seven or eight times, landing in a com­ 
munity long enough only to get the kids 
enrolled in school and his wife accepted 
at the local garden club. 
But resistance is growing. Various 
studies have shown a reluctance among 
younger executives to give their all for 
the company. Many opt instead for less 
corporate success for more personal 
success. 
One of the latest illustrations of this 
thinking turned up in a survey by a 
moving company, Atlas Van Lines. 
The survey, taken informally at the 
com pany’s annual moving forum, 
showed that about one-quarter of the 
corporations questioned were en­ 
countering increasing reluctance by 
employes to intercity transfers. 
The survey didn’t zero in on the 
specific reasons why, but it suggested 
that familial motives were dominant. 
The employes were turning down more 
money, responsibility and authority. 
The family reasons are not clear cut. 
Studies have shown that many families 
that move together stay together. The 
uprootings cause family members to 
learn to rely on each other and become 
closer. 
Now, a relatively new factor is being 
introduced into the corporate world. It 
is the emancipated housewife who no 
longer is willing to take orders from 
corporate headquarters. 
The 
A m erican 
Management 
Association, which studies and advises 
men on the way up the corporate 
ladder, now recognizes the growing 
competitiveness of the female with the 
corporation. 
In a book entitled “ Corporate Wives 
Corporate 
C asualties,” 
the 
assocation recognizes that women have 
been the silent victims of this com­ 
petition for the men. And the author, 
Dr. Robert Seidenberg, suggests they 
are reacting. 
“ An acid truth that women and men 


are 
beginning 
to 
face 
is 
that 
denigration of the female is built into 
our culture,” he says. “ She is expected 
to forfeit the human need for indi­ 
viduality, to submerge her destiny in 
the lives of the men she depends on.” 
And the men, too often, submerge 
their destiny in the life of the cor­ 


poration, taking their families with 
them. 
Well, the women aren’t taking it 
anymore. And they apparently are 
enforcing their views against frequent 
transfers. For them, each step up the 
ladder too often means beginning at the 
bottom again.

in carefully selected cases for the 
alteration of behavior. 
A choice example might be a person 
with violent temper outbursts so un­ 
controlled that they could lead to the 
possibility of murder. 
About 25 years ago, the forerunner of 
modern 
psychosurgery 
was 
an 
operation performed on the frontal lobe 
of the brain. It was intended to alter 
behavior characteristics that kept a 
person from normal social produc­ 
tivity. 
Many thousands of cases underwent 
surgery before it was generally ac­ 
cepted that this pre-frontal lobotomy 
operation did not accomplish its major 
objective. 
Complicated factors — moral, legal, 
religious and scientific — submerged 
the value of this operation, and it was 
virtually discontinued. 
The progress in acquiring knowledge 
of psychosurgery is extremely slow 
because the ethical, legal and con­ 
stitutional rights of patients interfere 
with the choice of the ideal patient and 
the manner with which consent for 
surgery can be obtained. 
The question arises: can a violent 
murderer be forced to submit to an 
operation that may possibly alter his 
subsequent behavior? 
As the mysteries of the brain unfold, 
psychosurgery may yet become a safe 
procedure to convert this type of 
maladjusted person into one who can 
readjust himself to the limits of modern 
society. 
A great deal of experimental work is 
part of the ongoing process in the study 
of psychosurgery. When all the facts 
are in, such procedures may yet be 
beneficial in cases now uncontrolled by 
the drugs that are available. 
T H E HUNTING SEASON is on, and 
with it will soon come the despair and 
the heartache of severe injuries and the 
death of hunters. 
The morality of killing animals must 
be established by each individual. If 
hunting is undertaken as a sport or as a 
means of providing necesssary food, 
extreme caution must be the rule in 
order to prevent so many deaths that 
occur yearly. 
A recent newspaper report told of a 
ghastly happening. A mother, teaching 
her young son how to handle a gun, 
accidentally shot and killed him. 
Variations of such accidents occur 
each year. All of them can be attributed 
to carelessness. 
The rules of safety are very exact. 
Learning how to load and unload a gun, 
keeping safety catches on, walking 
with a loaded gun, climbing fences, and 
never leaving a gun unattended are 
some of the rules that must be ob­ 
served. 
Alcohol and gasoline are known not to 
mix. It can similarly be said that 
alcohol and guns are truly a lethal 
combination.
